iNLY  four  short  years  ago 
Hve  entered  Lick-Wilmerding- 
pLux  as  Freshmen ;  today  we 
'stand  as  Seniors — those  who 
i>are  about  to  leave  their  be- 
loved Alma  Mater  and  enter  new  fields. 
In  order  that  it  may  be  known  just  how 
the  time  has  passed  so  quickly  and  hap- 
pily we  will  review  some  of  the  events 
which  occurred  during  the  past  years. 

In  August,  1921,  we  entered  the 
school,  unfamiliar  with  manners  and 
customs,  but  eager  to  learn.  Under  the 
leadership  of  Olive  Barnum  and  Carle- 
ton  Ashman,  members  of  the  Senior 
class  who  acted  as  the  temporary  presi- 
dents, we  were  soon  acquainted  with  the 
school  and  each  other.

Half  of  our  high  school  career  was 
now  completed.  The  second  half  was 
begun  under  the  leadership  of  Margaret 
Arntz  and  John  Hazlewood.  The  most 
important  social  event  was  the  party 
given  the  Low  Freshmen.  The  first  part 
of  the  afternoon  was  devoted  to  playing 
games,  while  dancing  occupied  the  latter 
part.  Refreshments  were  served  in  the 
form  of  ice  cream  and  cookies.

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My  Most  Interesting  Study 


i.OST  people  call  radio  a  fad, 
a  hobby,  or  a  passing  fancy, 
but  to  me  it  is  my  most 
.  interesting  study.  To  the 
novice  or  layman,  it  means 
little  more  than  twirling  a  dial  or  two 
and  then  hearing  music.  But  to  one  whc 
has  passed  that  stage,  radio  offers  some- 
thing where  he  is  always  trying  to  find 
the  "why  and  wherefore." 

Radio,  unlike  anything  else,  has  been 
developing  every  day  for  the  last  twenty- 
five  years.  The  automobile,  photog- 
raphy, curios,  and  other  hobbies  have 
almost  reached  their  limits;  but  in  radio 
there  is  always  something  new,  some  new 
departure  from  the  beaten  path.  Judging 
from  the  fact  that  there  are  over  three 
million  radio  enthusiasts  in  this  country 
at  the  present  time,  we  see  very  little  to 
wonder  at  in  this  statement. 

If  a  person  wants  to  get  the  most  out 
of  radio,  he  must  keep  right  up  with  the 
times.  He  must  have  definite  ideas  of 
the  principles  before  he  gets  the  real 
thrill  that  comes.  You  may  laugh,  but 
if  you  want  to  get  a  real  thrill  out  of 
radio,  the  best  thing  to  do  is  to  figure 
out  the  instruments  yourself ;  lay  them 
out  and  manufacture  as  many  as  you  find 
possible,  and  then  assemble  them  accord- 
ing to  that  manner  which  you  think  is 
best.  Now  choose  the  circuit  which 
seems  to  be  best  fitted  to  your  needs  and 


make  any  modifications  that  seem  prac- 
tical. Now  wire  it  yourself.  If  it  works 
the  minute  you  try  it  out,  that's  the  thrill. 
But  if  it  does  not  work  and  you  have  to 
fool  around  with  it  several  hours  before 
it  will  go,  you  will  be  the  first  to  tell 
your  neighbor  how  easy  it  was  to  build 
the  set. 

Still  another  branch  of  radio  that  has 
the  edge  for  interest  and  study,  is  the 
transmitter.  There  are  few  large  text 
books  that  will  help  the  amateur  along, 
so  he  must  work  things  out  for  himself. 
From  a  few  fundamental  principles  he 
must  choose  or  build  the  apparatus  re- 
quired in  his  set.  In  so  doing,  a  great 
deal  of  reading  of  radio  magazines, 
mathematics,  and  just  common  sense  is 
required  to  get  the  best  results. 

The  transmitter  being  finished,  you 
decide  to  go  after  DX  (the  amateur 
term  for  long  distance.)  The  early  hours 
of  the  morning  are  best  suited  for  this. 
During  this  time  amateurs  in  almost 
every  country  of  the  world  can  be 
"worked."  When  an  amateur  talks  to 
another  amateur,  it  is  called  "Working 
him."  To  the  fellow  that  can  work  the 
most  distant  station  belongs  the  laurels. 
Distances  up  to  6000  miles  are  covered 
every  day  in  the  week  by  the  modern, 
high-powered  stations.

The  Play  That  Won 


■SHE  final  game  of  the  Central 
W  Counties  Basketball  League 
sfciK,  was  t0  be  played  that  even- 
ing. The  game  had  been 
widely  advertised,  and  as  a 
result  a  large  crowd  was  on  hand  to 
witness  it.  It  involved  two  of  the  best 
teams  in  the  vicinity,  the  Tigers  and  the 
Sphinxes.  Both  represented  rival  paint 
companies  of  two  small  towns,  which 
helped  to  arouse  the  keen  interest  which 
existed  amongst  the  audience  as  well  as 
the  two  teams. 


The  Tigers  were  composed  of  former 
high  school  stars,  who  were  playing  for 
the  sport  and  love  of  the  game  as  well 
as  the  honor  and  glory  of  winning.

The  rough  play  soon  began  to  tell  on 
the  Tigers  and  at  the  end  of  the  first 
half  they  were  on  the  tail  end  of  a  12-10 
score,  having  made  all  of  their  points  on 
fouls. 

Between  the  halves  the  Sphinxes'  coach 
told  his  men  to  keep  up  the  good  work 
no  matter  how  many  fouls  were  made  or 
how  many  men  were  disqualified  from 
the  game. 

They  followed  the  coach's  instructions 
to  perfection,  and  by  the  end  of  the  third 
quarter  five  of  their  men  had  been  dis- 
qualified. It  had  the  desired  effect,  how- 
ever, for  they  had  increased  their  lead  to 
seven  points,  the  score  being  25-18.  The 
Tigers  were  going  on  their  nerve  only  by 
this  time,  their  offense  and  defense  being 
very  ragged,  and  their  lack  of  team  work 
exceedingly  noticeable. 

The  Tiger  coach,  realizing  that  speed 
and  speed  only  would  win  the  game,  sent 
in  a  fresh  team  of  substitutes,  with  but 
five  minutes  to  go.  The  Tiger  support- 
ers sank  into  their  seats  in  despair,  for 
not  one  of  the  "subs"  could  be  compared 
at  all  justly  with  any  of  the  first  five. 
They  thought  the  coach  was  throwing 
away  a  championship,  and  a  champion- 
ship was  the  one  thing  they  wanted  most.

upon  the  stairs  of  the  boat,  I  gaze  upon 
the  crowded  lower  deck,  as  we  glide  into 
the  "slip."  It  is  5:25.  Expectant  the 
people  have  already,  in  thought  passed 
the  rope  as  they  wait  the  adjustment  of 
the  bridge.  Each  person  is  eager  to  reach 
some  destination ;  how  many,  a  home,  as 
I  ?  Strangely,  my  thoughts  reach  out  to 
the  life  which  San  Francisco  represents, 
and  I  recall  the  former  incident,  when, 
the  city  clothed  in  darkness,  San  Fran- 
cisco meant  little  more  to  me  than  the 
location  of  home.

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Message  from  Mr.  Merrill 

Looking  back  over  the  happenings  of  the  term  now 
drawing  to  a  close,  we  find  many  things  that  are  worthy 
of  permanent  record  in  the  annals  of  Lick,  Wilmerding 
and  Lux.  Each  day  seems  to  have  brought  forth  a  goodly 
measure  of  healthful  activities  —  a  perfect  blending  of 
work  and  stud}'  and  play.  The  special  occasions  too,  have 
been  heartily  enjoyable  and  always  marked  by  evidence  of 
good  management,  good  taste  and  good  behavior.  After 
years  of  struggle  to  prevent  demoralizing  influences  of  the 
jazz  era  through  which  the  world,  or  a  considerable  part 
of  it,  has  been  passing,  from  menacing  our  institution,  I 
now  feel  more  confident  than  ever  before  that  we  have 
fought  off  this  danger.  For  this  we  are  indebted  not  only 
to  the  teachers  who  have  served  as  wise  counsellors,  but 
also  to  the  parents  for  their  moral  support  and  to  the 
students  themselves  for  their  acquiescence  and  cooperation. 

I  regret  that  I  cannot  at  this  time  report  anything  new 
regarding  plans  for  reorganizing  the  school.  Exhaustive 
reports  covering  my  eastern  trip  have  been  submitted  to 
the  Trustees,  who  still  have  them  under  advisement.  Even 
when  the  Trustees  shall  have  acted  on  the  various  recom- 
mendations that  I  have  made,  the  changes  that  they  may 
see  fit  to  make  are  not  likely  to  be  put  into  effect  before 
August,  1926,  and  then  only  gradually  and  cautiously. 
These  changes  will  enable  us  to  keep  step  with  the  public 
school  system,  in  which  some  very  fundamental  changes 
are  now  being  made,  and  of  course  we  shall  undertake  to 
do  only  those  things  that  will  enable  us  to  retain  or  in- 
crease any  prestige  that  we  now  enjoy.
